Charged With Violation of the Ohio 
Anti-Trust Law, the Rockefeller 
Trust Wins Again Through 
Technical Error Made 
by Prosecutor. 


Findlay, Ohio, December 24.—Judge 


Duncan, of the common pleas court, to- 


in the probate court against the Standard 
Oil Company on the charge of violating 
the Valentine anti-trust law, was illegal 
and that the case should -have been filed 
in the common pleas: court. 

Prosecutor David some time ago filed an 
injunction in the probate court against 
the Standard Oil Company charging it 
with violating the anti-trust laws of the 
State. He maintained that he could get 
action quicker against the company by 
this means than by indictments in the 
common pleas courts. The Standard Oil 
Company's attorneys contended that the 
probate court had no jurisdiction in the 
matter; that if there had been a viola- 
tion of the law, the prosecutor should 
have proceeded against the company 
through indictments. This point was up- 
held by Judge Duncan and the case is 
thus thrown out of the probate court. 

Judge Duncan, in rendering his de- 
cision, said in’ part: 

“The court of common pleas had power 
to review proceedings and judgments af 
the probate court In misdemeanor cases, 
under section 3,536, revised statutes, al- 
though the two courts may have con- 
current. original jurisdiction therein. The 
criminal court code containing no pro- 
vision whereby service may be had on @ 
corparation, the probate court has no 
jurisdiction to try elther an individual 
or a corporation wader the Valentine 
anti-trust law. 

‘Section 6,147, revised statues, provid- 
ing that ‘the provisions governing crim- 
inal proceedings in the court of common 
pleas shall, as far as applicable, govern 
like proceedings in the probate court,’ 
was not intended as an aid to jurisdic- 
tlon and, therefore, does not authorize 
the probate court to borrow from the 
common pleas criminal code the provis- 
fons theréin contained providing a way to

CAUSE FOR CONGRATULATIONS. 


While it is not, of course, the Christian view to find cause for rejoicing 
in the misfortunes Of others, it is seldom that we are brought to a full reali- 
zation of our own good fortune except by some such comparison as this.

Taking into account the various date s at which the changes in 1905 came 

into operation the net decrease in the year’s wages bill due to the changes 
recorded in this report may be roughly estimated at $554,781, as compared 
with decreases of $4,564,777 in 1904, $2,433,250 In 1903, $11,192,980 in 

1902, and. $7,786,400 in 1901. 

How does this sound in the face of the fact that the wages of American 
railway employees alone have this year been increased a total of more than 
$100,000,000! 

‘And the cotton spinning industry, too, and many, many others in the 
United States, have added millions to the annual wages of their employees! 

It is a wonder that the situation in Great Britain does not turn the tide 
of labor from the island kingdom to America, where not only have these 
large increases been made, but where hundreds of industries stand ready, 
willing and eager to pay these’same high wages to thousands and hundreds 
of thousands of others, if they will only come over and furnish the brawn 
and muscle, so badly needed here, in ee oe ainda ,

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To Protect Railroad Trains. 

Editor Constitution: I have an idea 
in regard to running trains which I sup- 
pose is foreign to any ever advanced, 
though I believe would be transferred 
to all conterned. It is this: Put @ mo- 
tor Car, say one-quarter.or halt a mile 
in front. Let it go at same rate of 
speed that train is going. When danger 
appears to the motorman, let him signal 
to the train.

Old English Loving Cups. 
(From The Yorkshire Post.) 

To find the finest and most notable 
Specimens of the silversmith’s and gold- 
smith’s skil) it is not necessary to go only 
to the Guidhall or to the Mansion house 
London. Many of the older corpora- 
tions.in the country have some very val- 
uable loving cups among their munici- 
pal regalia,- though, curiously, no _ at- 
tempt seems ever to have been made to 
bring together in one record an adequate 
history ang description of them. 

Then the guilds and companies, though 
lacking all- their former power in regu- 
lating trade, retain much of their old- 
time wealth. Not a little of this is in the 
form of plate, and cups naturally occupy 
the mest prominent place. Grace cups 
some of them are named-—thereby taking 
the 4 hence description—and the most 
famous of all is the Henry VIII grace 
cup, which belongs to the Barbers’ com- 
pany of London. With its four globular | 
bells hanging around the outer rim, this 
cup might well excite the envy of even 
the most honest collector of silverware, 
for every detail of its sixteenth century : 
ornamentation is perfect. 

It is said to have been stolen, pawned 
and sold, yet it still remains the most 
prized item in the plate chest of the 
company. The name of the cup is de- 
rived from the fact that King Hal was 
the donor, while he was also a patron, 
the grace cup being imtended to com- 
memorate the union of the barbers with 
the guild of surgeons. The cover car- 
ties the Tudor oser, portcullis and fleur- 
de-lis. the finial of the lid being mounted

Mr. Shaw’s conceptions of these charac- 
ters are simply human, pot tragic. 

The story treats of Julius Caesar’s ex- 
pedition to Egypt at the end of the thirty- 
third dynasty, the winter of 706-7 . in 
Rome, by Christian computation, Orcto- 
ber 48 B. C..to March 47 B. C. At this 
time Caesar was over fifty and Cleo- 
patra. was sixteen years of age. Caesar 
routed Pompey at Pharsalia. The de- 
feated general fied to Egypt, and when 
he landed at Alexandrig was murdered 
by Lucius Septimius and Achillan, the 
commander ef the Roman army of oc- 
cupation which had, four years before. 
restored Ptélemy Auletes. the father of 
Cleopatra and Ptolemy Dionisus, to his 
throne, efter he had been deposed by 
his eldest daughter, Berenice, and her 
husband. This restoration had been ac-

complished under the command of Mark 
Antony. 

Before Pompey’s arrival, Ptolemy <Au- 
letes had died, and a national party had 
been formed to tale advantage of the 
minority ot his children. Ptolemy Dion- 
isus, aged 10, was hailed as king, and 
Cleopatra had been expelled from Alex- 
andria ahd fled to Syria.

He demands the payment 
of 1,600 talents yet due the Roman 
triumvirate as the price of restoring 
Ptelemy Auletes to his throne. This is 
refused on the plea of state poverty.

Caesar expresses a desire to settle the 
question in dispute between Ptolemy and 
Cleopattrafi and, te the surprise of all, pro- 
duces the young queen. His proposal to 
Ptolemy and Cleopatra shall reign joint- 
ly is rejected by Jothinus, the king’s 
guardian, and Achilles, the Roman com- 
mander. Caesar then seizes the palace 
and drives his opponents into the street. 
The Egyptians set fire to several of his 
ships, and in doing go fire the great H- 
brary, which is destroyed. While the 
Egyptians and Romans under Achillas 


attempt to put out the fire, Caesar seizes 
the quay, the beach and the lighthouse 
to keep the way open to Rome and sits) 
down to. await the coming of Mithria- 
datés.

STOOD STRAIN WELL 


Liquidation Fails to Shake Confidence—Public Not) 
in Stocks Principally Affected—Prospects for 
Easier Money Bright. 


By Louis Guenther, Editor of The Financial World. 


New York, December 22.—The storm 
which swept over Wall street last week 
has like the electrical storm in nature 
struck the highest points and cleared 
the atmosphere and the concensus of in- 
that the market is 
better off fer what has happened. 

For weeks the speculative atmosphere 
Was overcharged with the boldest sort 
of manipulation by rich speculators, who 
have through the pools they formed dur- 
ing the last two years accumulated large 
fortunes and have become as high rollers 
In stocks as there are on the gaming 
table or at the race track tn the hours 
between closing of the exchange and mid- 
night or the wee hours of dawn. The in- 
fluencing force was fiews of impending 
Great 
Pacific, which 
have been so exaggerated as to create 
the most extravagant expectations and 
the purposely created impression that the 
St. Paul stock, of which there has always 
been a limited floating supply, was cor- 
nered, 

All this drove the prices of the highe- 
priced stocks to dizzy heights and when 
the CMaracter of the real melons came 
to light it just happened, 


and those loaded up with 
enormous quantities of these stocks in 
trying to get out of their commitments 
offered their holdings with the same 
nervous haste as they had accumulated 
them on the rise. 

Expectation usually is an uplifting and 
realization a depressing force in specu- 
lation. Accentuated was the week's reali- 
gation by the way St. Paul announced its 
enormous imeraese in capitalization, by 
giving the stockholders only twenty-four 
hours’ time to go on the record books to

Liquidation a Good Thing. 

The rapid downward movement of the 
high-priced securities in which untold 
millions were tied up has brought better 
relief than Secretary Shaw could have 
extended. How thorough this relief was 
brought to light last Thursday, when the 
call money rate of the day started at 
20 per cent and then broke down to 3 


‘per cent. Many of the rich gamblers, who 
were accustomed to bid up money

side of the market, selling the other 
man’s stocks and, therefore, have now 
to borrow shares imstead of money.

The Harriman followed 
especially, which has always known how 
to create buoyant markets, has not yet 
announced a single one of its plans of 
which it is said to have many.
